MILLER  RESIGNS  AS  ALUMNI   SECRETARY  -  WILL  TEACH   FULL   TIME 
J.  W.  WEBB  ELECTED  AS  SECRETARY-TREASURER 


The  Board  of  Directors  of  the 
Northwestern  State  College  Alum- 
ni Association,  at  a  special  meet- 
ing on  January  10,  accepted  the 
resignation  of  Leroy  S.  Miller  as 
secretary-treasurer  of  the  organi- 
zation, and  elected  J.  W.  Webb  of 
Haynesville  to  fill  the  position. 

In  tendering  his  resignation, 
Miller  told  the  Board  of  Directors 
that  he  had  been  considering  this 
action  for  more  than  a  year.  After 
discussing  the  matter  with  Mr.

cludes the  states  of  Arkansas, 
Louisiana,  Texas,  and  the  Repub- 
lic of  Mexico.

In  the  semi-finals 
the  Demons  rolled  over  George 
Washington  University  64-51, 
leaving  Northwestern  the  only 
Louisiana  team  in  the  running.

In  18  games  played  this  season, 
the  Demons  have  won  14  and  lost

have  scored  a  total  of  1409  points 
to  1190  for  their  opponents,  or  a 
game  average  of  78.28  points  to 
66.11  points  for  the  opposition. 
In  the  Gulf  States  Conference 
they  have  won  three  games  and 
lost  one,  which  leaves  them  in  a 
tie  with  Southwestern  for  first 
place. 

Here  is  hoping  the  little  "Red 
Tie"  continues  to  charm  the  De- 
mons through  the  rest  of  a  season, 
which  has  ten  games  yet  to  be 
played  before  the  end.
